PRESENT FOR BIG CONVENTION 


Rare Breeze Brings Odor From East 
St. Louis to Remind Chicago 
Visitors of Home. 

St. Louis had with it today visitors 
from many parts of the world, here to 
attend the Foreign Trade Convention, 
but likewise it had a visitor from one 
of its environs—and that visitor made 
itself considerably offensive to thou- 
Sands of persons. The obnoxious one 
was Mr. Smell, from the East St. Louis 
Stockyards and packing plants. His 
presence was due to a breeze from the 

east, a rare thing in St. Louis. 

A special delegation from Chicago, ar- 
riving here today for the foreign trade 
meeting, took a sniff or two and some 
delegates remarked: Ah, just like 
home.” It was just like home, for the 
Chicago stockyards never blanketed 
that city more thoroughly with odor. 
Civie League officials, who are leading 
a fight to abate the East Side odors, 
said today’s odors must have come from. 
the Armour and Morris plants on the 
East Side. These plants are installing 
odor-preventing devices, but they will 
not be finished un.il Feb. 1 or 15. Swift's 
have completed the installation of its 
devices. There are two other plants. 
the East Side Packing Co. and the East 
Side Rendering Co., wulch have not yet 
agreed to install odor consumers.

She Attracts the Police When 
Put Out of the Broadway 
on Sixth Street. 


PLACE HAS NO LICENSE 


Miss Ruth Weaver Is Taken to 
Hospital; Ten Men and Two 
Women Are Held. 


An outcry by Miss Ruth Weaver, 8 
years old, of the Metropole Hotel, when 
she was put out of the Broadway Club, 
on the second floor of 113 North Sixth 
street, at 5 o’clock this morning, ied to 
the discovery that the club was still in 
operation and without a license. 

William Maloney, a former proprietor 
of downtown saloons, who was acting 
as bartender and is said by the police 
to be one of the owners of the club, and 
1: men and two women who were drink- 
ing there, were arrested. They are be- 
ing held for the Circuit Attorney and 
the grand jury. 

A Sergeant and three 3 were 
drawn to the piace by the girl's 
ecreains. She said she had been made 
drunk in the club and had then been 
thrown down the stairs. She was sent 
to the city hospital. The diagnosis there 
was acute alcoholism. 

Maloney’s Statement. 

The other women in the club were 
Mrs. Stella McCarthy, 24 years old, of 
3843 Finney avenue, and Miss Mary 
Browne, 27, of 707% Pine street. They 
said the girl had been put out by Ma- 
loney. The men arrested were Harry 
Le Mack, a director of the Moose Club; 
Daniel Morrison of Omaha, Neb., stay- 
ing at the Maryland Hotel, who were 
with the two women; Henry Anderscn, 
7 South Sixth street; George Owsley, 
3636 Rutger street; James La Mothe, 410 
Market street: Donald McRae, Oxford 
Hotel: Charles W. Branson, 8% Bates 
street; Louis Goldstein, 3818 Lafayette 
avenue; Joseph Costello, 4220 Kennerly 
avenue, and: Louis Braxton, the negro 
porter. : 

Maloney said Miss Weaver came to the 
club with another girl and as she was 
intoxicated and boisterous, he refused 
to serve drinks to them aud put them 
out, but denied that he had thrown Mias 
Weaver down the stairs. 

Cluh Once Was Raided. 

The charter for the Broadway Club 
was formerly held by Charles Troll, bet- 
ter known as Cap“ Troll. When clubs 
were required to take out licenses i* 
was being conducted by Maloney. No li- 
cense was taken out. It was raided 
Dec, 2, and Thumas Stoddard, head of 
a labor agency, whu was in charge, 
was fined $200. Since then policemen on 
the beat have been under instructions 
to keep an eye on the place. 
have been reporting that it was not in 
operation. Stoddard, who started the 
club, leases the premises and his la- 
bor agency is in the front part of the 
building. The club is in the rear, a 
long, dark, dingy room, which hereto- 
fore had been vacant. There is a reg- 
ular saloon bar set up there, and per- 
sons of the neighborhood have had no 
difficulty getting access and drinks. 

LeMack and Morrison told the police 
they were not :aembers of the club, but 
that they had no difficulty in getting 
drinks from Maloney.

GETS 2 YEARS FOR 
‘ILLING A MAN 
Wilh FIST BLOW 


James Coff, Policeman’s Son, 
Found Guilty of Fourth De- 
gree Manslaughter. 


CASE IS TO BE APPEALED 


Sisters of Defendant Testified to 
Disputes With Conway 
Family. 


James Coff, a blacksmith, living at 
$909 Kennerly avenue, was foun? guilty 


of manslaughter in the fourth decree 


and his punishment fixed at two years 


in the venitentiary by a jury in Judge 


Jones’ Court this morning. He was 


charged with causing the death of M. C. 
Conway, 52 years old, of 3907 Kennerly 
avenue, on the morning of Sept. 4, 1914. 
The jury went out last evening and 
the verdict was read today. 

The killing occurred in a dispute be- 
tween Coff and William Conway, son 
of the man who was killed, at Van- 
deventer and Kennerly avenues. Coft 
testified that he had accused young Con- 
way of calling Mrs. Coff.a name, and 
knocked him don. Conway’s father 
witnessed the dispute and Coff testified 
the elder Conway came at him with a 
broon?. 

Coff then knocked the senior Conway 
down. In his fall the elder Conway's 
skull was fractured and he died in the 
city hospital. 

Coff in his testimony asserted that 
he had only intended to push Conway 
and had no thought of injuring him. 
Witnesses for the prosecution, however, 
testified that Coff had made a direct 
attack upon Conway and that he had 
kicked young Conway when he was 
dewn. The evidence as to whether or 
not Conway carried a broom when he 
went to his son's rescue was conflict- 
ing. 

When the verdict was read Coff was 
alone in the courtroom. His counsel had 
not arrived at the time court opened 
and his fother, who is a policeman, and 
his two sisters, who have been at his 
side throughout the trial, were delayed 
in getting to court. 

Coff’s sisters testified at the trial that 
disputes between the Coff and Conway 
families had been of long standing and 
that Coff's father had caused a high 
fence to be built between the two houses. 
One sister testified that on the afternoon 
before the killing Mrs. Conway had 
called her names.

Secretary, in Interview Here, 
Says All Signs Point to 
Complete Recovery.

The Secretary is portly, and wears a 
highly ornamental pair of what might 
be called redfleids, if such whiskers had 
not been named burnsides, after another 
eminent wearer, a half-century ago. 
They are not the reddest in the field, 
but are reddish enough to form an im- 
pressive color scheme, with the Secre- 
tary’s large, spectacled blue eyes and 
his sparsely covered pink brow. While 
there is much of the financier type hi 
his appearance, his manner is profes- 
sional. He speaks deliberately, and hts 
movements are without haste or delay. 

He had just finished speaking to the 
national foreign trade convention on 
the subject of American export trade, 
when he was interviewed on. domestic 
business conditions. | 

“The general domestic situation 18 
slowly improving,“ he said. There has | 
not been time for the railroads to feel 
the effect of the earnings from their 
advanced rates, but they have shown 
signs of a forward movement. 

Among the important favorable fac- 
tors are the prices which farmers are 
setting for grain, and the steady ad- 
vance in the price of cotton. Both of | 
these tend toward better purchasing | 
power, and hence to renewal of activ- 
ity. 

“The prospect, it seems to me, is for a 
&radual, steady recovery of our indus- 
iries. Every condition, both domestic 
and foreign, seems to point to this. 

“The fact that money is abundant 
for loans is itself a factor which nor- 
mally tends to get that money into use. 

“Of course, the shadow of the war is 
over us all, and it is very hard to for- 
get, in courageously pushing forward 
our own affairs, that men are being 
slaughtered by thousands among friend- 
ly sister nations. On the other hand, 
this fact brings into sharp contrast the 
greater fact that we are not ‘only at 
peace, but peaceful. Every basic oon- 
dition is secure and strong here, while, 
yonder everything is necessarily cov- 
ered by the uncertainties of var.“

James McMahon, 31 years old, of 3843 


Easton avenue, a laborer, will have one 
of his sides opened, a piece of rib about 
three inches long three-quarters inch 
wide and one-half inch thick sawed out, 
and then used to splice together the 


bone from the elbow to the shoulder of 


the left arm. 

Three years ago McMahon was struck 
by a railroad train near Chicago. The 
left arm was broken. It was pieced 
together with silver wire, but the bones 
never knit. 

However, he was able to use his arm, 


and continued working until two months 


ago, when riding on a street car in St. 
Louis, the car gave a sudden jerk 
and he grabbed hold of the hand-rail on 


‘the seat in front of him. The jerk of 


the car severed the silver wire in the 
arm, making it useless again. 

When an X-ray was taken of the arm 
at the city hospital it was found that 
the break was so clean-cut that there 
was small chance of it ever knitting 
unless fresh live bone should be used 
to splice it together. 

This is the second unusual operation 
performed at the city hospital within 
two days. On yesterday a piece of the 
shin bone of a man was taken · out and 
Llaced in the patient's vertebrae in an 
effort to e Hie the weakened spine.

A suit for $25,000 against the Bucking- 
ham Hotel Co. was filed today by Mrs. 


Grace L. Hangen of 6054 Kingsbury ave- 
nue, ‘because of physical trouble after 
she alleges, a negro waiter at a banquet 
tiven by the Rotary Club spilled several 
plates of soup from a tray over her 
back. The suit states that the inci- 
dent occurred upon the evening of Dec. 
11, 1913. Mrs. Hangen attended the ban- 
duet. accompanied by her husband, Dr. 
Willlam M. Hangen, who has offices in 
the Century building, 

According to the petition, the soup 
course was being served when a negro 
waiter passed behind Mrs. Hangen car- 
rying a tray containing severai plates 
of hot ‘soup. It is alleged that he 
spilled these over Mrs. Hangen, ocCa- 
sioning her great fright and badly dam- 
aging her gown. 

The suit alleges that the ‘njuries to 
the gown were such that it cost $14 to 
have the garment cleaned. 

The manager of the hotel when asked 
by a reporter regarding the charge said 
that although he has been at the hotel 
more than three years he did not re-

GERMAN GAIN IMPORTANT 


French Retain Foothold on North 
Bank of Aisne Only Where 
Bridge Crosses.

BEFORE SOISSONS, Jan. 18, by Cou- 
rier to Berlin, Jan. 20, via London, Jan 
21.—At the headquarters of a certain 
German army yesterday evening, Gen. 
von Kluck and his staff celebrated their 
success at Soissons in typical German 
military fashion, with a simple soldiers’ 
meal, a bowl of punch brewed by the 
expert hands of Von Kluck himself, a 
graceful little speech by the General 
and a@ silent toast to the dead—both 


Y*rench and German. 


The earth was still dropping on the 
graves of the fallen. So many men per- 
ished during the eight days of the bit- 
ter struggle for the heights across the 
river from Soissons that today, the 
fourth after the close of the battle, the 
plateau and gorges are still strewn 
thickly with dead, although 4000 mem- 
bers of the landsturm have been en- 
gaged without pause in clearing up the 
battlefield. 


French Dead Everywhere. 
Most of the German dead have been 


given to the earth, but French infantry- 
men in their far-to-be-seen red and blue 
uniforms, swarthy-faced Turcos, colo- 
nials, Alpine riflemen and bearded ter- 
ritorials still are sprawling in attitudes 
along the heights, in the deep-cut 
gorges of the plateau and across the 
flat valley bed on the north shore of 
the Aisne. 

The battle of Soissons, so called in de- 
fault of a better name, although it 
really was fought across the river from 
that city, in the number of men en- 
gaged and the extent of the losses, 
would rank with Bull Run or Antietam 
of the American Civil War or with | 
Woerth in the Franco-Prussian War; 
but ig, this war it passes as an incident 
in the campaign worthy only of pass- 
ing mention in the official report. 

No newspaper description of the bat- 
tle has been written from the German 
side. The Associated Press representa- 
tive was the first and up to the present 
the only newspaper man to inspect the 
battlefield and have opportunity to sup‘ 
plement the brief official reports with 
descriptive details gathered on the spot. 

The results of the German success are 
regarded here as highly important. The 
French were expelled from the heights 
north of the Aisue—vantage ground 
from which they had hoped to launch a 
successful attack against the big el- 
bow in the German line—and driven 
across the river which now runs brim- 
ful and at many places is overflowing 
its banks between the two armies.

That American shipowners were de- 
manding extraordinarily high and al- 
inost prohibitive rates for carrying cot- 
ton to Europe, was the keynote of a 
speech made by D. W. Kemper of the 
Galveston Cotton Exchange. Kemper 
said the freight rate from Galveston to 
Liverpool before the war was 33 cents 
a hundred pounds in British vessels, 
and gave the present rate as 31.25 in 
American vessels. The rate to Havre, 
France, has been increased from 32 
cents to $1.40, and the rate to Genoa 
trom 45 cents to $1.75.

Losses Reduced Four-Fifths.

PARIS, Jan, 21.— There was given out 
this afternoon an official statement un- 
der the caption, “The War from Nov. 
15 to Jan. 15,” reading as follows: 

“Since the 15th of November, in other 
words since the conclusion of the battle 
of Ypres and up to the complete re- 
sumption of the great German offens- 
ive movement against our left wing, th.e 
war has taken the character of a siege. 
In such a warfare it generally is ex- 
pected that the advantages obtained by 
one side or the other virtually offset 
each other. But in this case it can be 
said that with one exception we alone 
bave gained ground. With this one ex- 
ception, the Germans everywhere have 
gone back. 


Kesults Obtained by Both. 


“The following recital of points 
gained makes it possible to get an idea 
of the progress of either side: 

“By the Germans: Destruction of the 
market, of the cathedral- and of the 
hospital of Ypres; destruction of the 
town of Nieuport and of the Nieuport 
baths and the bombardment of Armen- 
tieres, Bethune and Arras. Bombard- 
ment of Soupir and Soissons; recapture 
of Hill No. 182 and of an eminence 
near Crouy, and a gain of from 1200 
to 1800 yards to the north of Soissons; 
advance of 300 meters ( yards) in the 
Argonne along a front of 800 meters at 
a point near the Brook des Meurissons; 
bombardment, of a church at Nancy 
and of the hospital at Thann. 

“Results obtained by the French 
from the sea to the Lys; recapture of 
all the left bank of the Yser between 
Knocke and Hetsas and an opening on 
the right bank between the sea and 
St. Georges. The installation of a 
bridge head four kilometers (two miles 
and a half) into this region and the 
installation of a bridge head to the 
south of Dixmude. Capture of St. 
Georges and of the house of the fer- 
ryman and of Korteker; the general ex- 
tension of our front around Ypres; the 
success of Wybehdrert; and the cessa- 
tion of the attacks of the enemy’s in- 
fantry. 

“From the Lys to Oise: The capture 
of the chateau and of the village of 
Vermelles and of Rutoire; the capture 
of numerous German trenches between 
Aix-Noulette and Carency; the partial 
recapture of Saint Laurent and of 
Blangly near Arras; the capture of La 
Boisselle; the capture of trenches at 
Lihons, the capture of Quesnoy-en-San- 
terre the end of October and progress 
to the east followed by general exten- 
sion and consolidation of our front. 

Infantry Losses Reduced, 

“From the Oise to Rheims: The cap- 
ture of the German trenches at Nam- 
poel and of the Plateau of Noubron: 
the taking of spur No. 132 and of the 
eminence at Crouy, both of which, how- 


ever, we lost again, the destruction of 
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numerous pieces of German artillery; 
the reduction by four-fifths of our pre- 
vious percentage of infantry losses, 
thanks to the greater efficiency of our 
artillery and the consolidation of our 
defensive system. 

“From Rhejms to the Meuse: Ad- 
vance of one kilometer (two-thirds of 4 
mile) in the region of. Prunay; advance 
of more than two kilometers in the re- 
gion. of Perthes and the stopping of 17 
German counter attacks; the advance 
of nearly one kilometer in the Argonne, 
in the Forest of La Grurie, and of Bo- 
lante, and the repelling of numerous 
counter attacks, the extension of our 
front in the neighborhood of Verdun 
and the destruction of numerous Ger- 
man batteries. 

From the Meuse to the Swiss fron- 
tier—Important advances in the forest 
of Consenvoye, ig the forest of Apre- 
mont, jn the forest of Ailly, in the for- 
est of Mortmare and in the forest of 
Le Pretre, the checking of all the Ger- 
man attacks here, progress to the 
northeast of Nancy in a locality called 
the forest of Parroy, progress to the 
north and to the south of Senones and 
in the entire neighborhood of Ban de 
Sapt, capture of the Tete de Vionu,

To complete it, it should be 
added that first the German offensive 
in Poland has been restrained for a 
month past; second, the Russian offen- 
sive continues in Galicia and the Car- 
pathian Mountains, and third, the Tur- 
kish army in the Caucasus has been in 
a large manner annihilated; fourth, 
Germany has exhausted her resourcdés 
(an average of 12 officers to a regiment) 
and will not in the future be able to 
dovelop her resources in effective men 
except at the expense of the existing 
units; fifth, the armes of the allies, on 
the contrary, are finding it possible to 
further strengthen themselves “to a 
measurable degree. 

‘It can consequently be affirmed that 
to obtain final victory, it is sufficient 
that France and her allies know how 
to wait for it and at the same time 
prepare for it with inexhaustible pa- 
tience.

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WHEAT EXPORTS IN 
DECEMBER SHOWED 
FIVEFOLD INGREASE 


Outgo Totaled 28,875,217 Bush- 
els at $1.25 Against 93 
Cents 4 Year Ago. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Five times 
as much wheat and six times as much 
corn were exported from the United 
the same | 
month in 1913; flour exports increased , 
more than 6 per cent for the same 
period; fresh beef increased more than 
twelvefold, and, generally, the exports 
of breadstuffs,“ which includes prac- 
tically all the staple grains, increased 
five times. 

These figures were disclosed today in 
a preliminary statement from the De- 
partment of Commerce issued in re- 
sponse to many inquiries as to what 
extent foodstuffs were going abroad 
with resulting abnormal prices at home. 
The department’s summary says: 

Wheat exports in December aggre- 
gated 28,875,217 bushels or five times 
the quantity in December, 1913, namely 
5,724,027. The average export price last 
December was $1.25 per bushel, against 
93 cents in December one year earlier. 
Of flour, the months’ export move- 
ment was 68% per cent more than in 
December, one year earlier. Of flour 
the month’s export movement was 68% 
per cent more than in December, 1913, 
being 1,818,317 barfels, compared with 1. 
079,240 in the same month a year ago 
and the value thereof was $9,473,600, 
compared with $4,903,223 in ene, 
1913. 

“Oats showed a larger total in Does 
ber than in the entire calendar year 
1913. The outward movement totaled 
6,203,431 bushels in December last, 
against 30,798 bushels in December, 1913, 
and 6,202,717 in the year ending with that 
month. 

“Corn exports in December, 1914, 
emounted to 4,582,000 bu, valued at 
$3,554,502, against 749,124, valued at 6860, 
16 in December, 1013. 

“Fresh beef in December showed a 
total export of 6,534,448 pounds, against 
524. % pounds in December, 1913, and 
6,618,831 in the 12 months with 
December, 191%. Pickled and gal beef 
doubled the quantity of exports, the 
December total being 2,961,060 pounds, 
against 1,467,788 pounds in the same 
month of the preceding year. 

“Comparing the export movement of 
the last two years, wheat increased 


while pickled and salted beef slightly 
decreased in quantity of exports, the 
former advancing from 6,618,831 to A. 
245,438 pounds and the latter receding 
from 24,804,600 to 23,675,236 pounds, 
though this downward tendency was re- 


versed in the closing months of the

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NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—Taxation of 
large fortunes, upon the death of their 
owners, to aid the poor, the establish- 
ment of Government agencies to find 
work for the unemployed and provi- 


gion for the comfort of aged workers, 
were advocated by Daniel Guggenheim, 
president of the American Smelting and 
Refining Co., in testimony today at the 
inquiry by the Federal Commission on 
Industrial Relations into the great phil- | 
anthropic foundations and the causes 
of industrial unrest. 

Mr. Guggenheim said that as a capi- 
talist be favored these measures, de- 
spite the fact that they constituted 
some of the cardinal ideas of socialism. 
He also advocated industrial democ- 
racy,’’ wherein the worker received a 
portion of the profit derived from the 
products of his labor. 

Industrial unrest was caused to a 
great extent, the witness believed, by 
the increased cost of living. In his 
opinion the philanthropic organizations 
did not affect much relief from pov- 
erty, as the average worker was re- 
luctant to accept charity and preferred 
employment. 

D. J. Berwind Testifies. 

E. J. Berwind, owner of coal mines 
and director in many coal mining cor- 
porations and coal-carrying railroads, 
testified that he believed directors and 
stockholders were not as well acquaint- 
5 with labor conditions as they should 

Mr. Guggenheim. said he kept himsel: 
advised as to labor conditions among his 
employes and that he personally paid 
frequent visits to the various plants. The 
executive ecommittees of the various 
companies, he said, often visited plants 
and mines and kept themselves informed 
as to conditions. For the last year 
his health had not been good, the wit- 
ness said, but that prior to that he had 
regularly visited plants in New Jersey, 
Colorado, Missouri, Washington and 
Mexico. Mr. Guggenheim said in the 
mining business the directors and not 
the stockhelders were absolutely re- 
sponsible for labor and other conditions. 

Seeks Higher Efficiency Standard. 
For devices for improving the condi- 
tions ot workers, the witness said, the 
American Smelting and Refining Co. had 
ee: ged many things, not only to im- 

laber conditions, but to raise the 
standard of efficiency. The company 
found that by so doing the output was 
increased and business generally was 
Improved. ; 

Workers should be taught to save, 
Guggenheim testified. They could not 
save now because they didn’t get enough 
money to permit them to do so; but 
they could save, he said, if they received, 
a they should, a part of the profits of 
the „ e in which they were em- 
ployed. 

The witness said emphatically that he 
did not ‘believe laborers in smelting 
and refining works should be permitted 
to work more than eight hours a day. 
The increasing high cost of living, the 
witness believed, was the cause of un- 
rest among workers. 

Wage earners, he thought, had as 
much right to organize as capitalists. 
The American Smelting and Refining 
Co. had no objection to organizers go- 
ing among the employes, provided they 
did not interfere with the operation of 
the plants.

BANKERS URGE 
MISSOURI PACIFIC 
T0 RETAIN BUSH 


Five Concerns Unite in Sending 
Out Call for Proxies for 
Annual Meeting. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—It became 
known here today that interests repre- 
senting the Guaranty Trust Co., the 
Bankers’ Trust Co., the Central Trust 


Co. and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. of New York 
and Kidder, Peabody & Co. of Boston, 
had addressed a letter to the stock- 
holders of the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Co. stating their willingness to act as 
@ proxy committee at the annual meet- 
ing of the company to be held in St. 
Louis on March 9 next. 

The proposed committee recommends, 
among other things, an extension, for 
at least one year, of the §25,000,000 6 
per cent notes expiring June 1 and a 
material reduction of existing fixed 
charges. It also réwommends adequate 
provision for meeting maturing obliga- 
tions and for future capital require- 
ments. 

Benjamin F. Bush, president of the 
Missouri Pacifie, is highly commended 
by the bankers for his management of 
the road, and his continuance in office 
is urged. Bankers believe, however, 
that a radical -change in the present 
personnel of the directorate would be 
in accord with the sentiments of the 
company’s security holders. 

The Gould family not only has with- 
drawn from the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road, but it virtually is on the point 
of retiring from the railroad business 
entirely. This fact was admitted by 
Finley J. Shepard, the St. Louisan, who 
recently married Helen Gould. 

Mrs. Shepard is the only member of 
the family who has steadily held to her 
Missouri Pacific stock, and today owns 
4418 shares, while the rest of the Gould 
family owns only 597 shares out of a 
total of 830,000. Shepard owns 1100 shares.

EX-GONVIGT BEING 
HUNTED AS SLAYER 
UF SERGI. GIBBONS 


Governor’s Reward Offer Re- 
veals Frank Hayden as Sus- 
pect; Police Raising $2000. 


A proclamation from Gov. Major's of- 
fice, offering the usual $300 reward for 
the capture of the slayer of Sergt 
Michael F. Gibbons, disclosed publicly 
today for the first time that the police 
have information upon which they seek 
Frank Hayden, safe-blower and ex- 
convict, as the murderer. 


Sergt. Gibbons was shot to death Jan. 
9 by safe blowers who were robbing the 
safe in the Delmar Station of the Wa- 
bash Railroad, at 6101 Delmar boule- 
vard. 

The Governor's proclamation names 
Frank Scharfinsky, known as Frenchy“ 
Smith, as Hayden's accomplice in the 
Delmar Station robbery and murder. 

Detectives, working on the Gibbons’ 
murder, have found persons who identi- 
fied rogue’s gallery photographs of Hay- 
den and Smith as two men seen loung- 
ing in the vicinity of the Delmar Station 
before the robbery. 

Both Hayden and Smith have several 
penitentiary sentences. They shot their 
way to freedom about four years ago 
when found in a lumber yard near 
Wellston. Shortly after that they served 
three years ih prison for a safe robbery 
at St. Joseph, Mo. Federal authorities 
had intended to rearrest them upon other 
charges as soon as they finished their 
sentences, but somehow the safe blowers 
managed to get out of prison without 
being rearrested. 

A series ‘of daring safe robberies, 
especially in the vicinity of Grand ave- 
nue, between Delmar boulevard and 
Finney avenue, preceded the Delmar 
Station robbery. 

Members of the Police Department to- 
day began subscribing to a fund to be 
used as an additional reward for the 
capture of Gibbons’ slayers. Heads of 
bureaus subscribed from $3 to & each 
and Sergeants and patrolmen usually 
zave about $1. As the department mem- 
bership numbers 1600 men, it is expected 
more than $2000 will be raised. 

It has been suggested that if the 
slayers are never taken, the reward 
raised by policemen be turned over to 
Gibbons’ family. The widow yesterday 
received a check for $1380, representing 
a year’s wages at the rate of a Ser- 
geant's pay of $115 a month. She also 
will receive $2000 from the Police Relief 
Association.

‘BREAD HAULED IN 
WAGONS WRAPPED 


Exemption Provided for Those 
Who Dispose of Product in 
Their Own Bakeries. 


Bread delivered by wagon will have to 
be wrapped in a sanitary manner, but 
small bakers may display their bread in 
the shop without wrapping it, under the 
terms of a bill to be reported by the 
Sanitary Affairs Committee of the 
House of Delegates next Tuesday. 

Dr. R. Emmet Owen, chairman of the 
committee, will offer an amendment ex- 
empting bread displayed in shops, which 
he says will be sufficiently protected 
by the purchaser in carrying it home. 

Delegate Anthony P. Singer, of the 
Twelfth Ward, author of the bill, con- 
ducted experiments to test the state- 
ment of bakers at a recent public hear- 
ing, that wrapping bread when it was 
hot would make it soggy. Singer said 
he could not see much difference be- 
tween the wrapped bread and the un- 
wrapped product taken from the samo 
oven. 

Wrapped Bread Not Sogzy. 

The wrapped bread does not get soggy. 
Singer found, and pointed to the fact 
that a large demand for such bread 
exists in St. Louls and some of the 
most popular brands of bread are 
wrapped in airtight paper covers. 

The argument that bread will get 
soggy if wrapped was used by bakers 
in twice defeating a similar bill in the 


Assembly in the last two years. Several 
of the largest bakeries have a custom 


‘of wrapping bread upon demand. One 


concern reported to the committee that 
it wraps only about 4 per cent of its 
bread in response to customers’ re- 
quests. 

Dr. Owen said the committee was 
unanimously in favor of protecting the 
bread from the dirt and disease it en- 
counters while in the hands of drivers, 
but the committee consicered it unneces- 
sary to compel the small baker to wrap 
bread that is delivered to customers in 
the shop. 

“I have personally seen drivers of 
bread wagons take an armfull of un- 
wrapped bread upon the dirty sleeve of 
an overcoat, dropping some of it that 
escaped from beneath the pressure of 
their chin,’’ said Dr. Owen. 


Wrapping Only Protection. 

Drivers will not throw away bread 
which is accidentally dropped in the 
street, and the only way to protect the 
public is to compel bakers to wrap each 
loaf before it is placed on a delivery 
wagon.” 

At a hearing a week ago a score of 
bakers opposed the bill and none spoke 
in favor of it. Health Commissioner 
Starkloff is the author of the first 
measure introduced, two years ago. 
Singer introduced the pending bill on 
his own initiative. It may not be acted 
upon by the House within a week after 
it is reported, and must pass in the 
Council before reaching the Mayor.

Classes of Contraband. 

“Since the days of Grotius, articles 
have been divided with reference to the 
question of contraband into three 
classes: 1. those primarily and ordinarity 
used for war, 2. those of double use, i. 
e., capable of being used either for peace 
or for war, 3. those not at all useful 
for war. Articles in the last category 
are altogether ‘excluded from the do- 
main of contraband. The first and 


second classes have lately been denom- 


inated absolutely contraband” and 
„conditional contraband.” Previously it 
had been usual to speak of the ar- 
ticles embraced in them as „absolutely“ 
contraband or ‘“ceonditionally’’ contra- 
band, and this phraseology is, in my 
opinion, much to be preferred. 

“To speak of articles as “absolute 
contraband” and conditional contra- 
band” seems to imply that these ar- 
ticles are in themselves somehow to be 
considered as contraband, and can be 
saved from condemnation as such only 
by some process of exculpation. In 
reality, no article is-intrinsically con- 
traband either ‘absolute’ or ‘condition-

seas, as a method of warfare, must 
be regarded as an atrocity which 
no nation is at liberty to perpe- 
trate. 

The. practical experience of the 
present war has shown the import- 
ance of expanding in the United 
States the business of marine in- 
surance. 

Negotiations pending between the 
United States and Great Britain, 
in regard to the right to visit and 
search and British interference 
with American ships and cargoes, 
can hardly be expected to be more 
than a makeshift. 

The points at issue can be settled 
only by the abolition of ‘‘condition- 
al contraband,’’ and the co-opera- 
tion of neutrals and belligerents in 
the certification of cargoes.

are not contraband when they are not 
destined for a belligerent. There is, in 
other words, no such thing as contra- 
band without destination for a hostile 
use. 
Destination Must Be Shown. 

“The practical and substantial dis- 
tinction between articles absolutely 
contraband and articles conditionally 
contraband is that the former become 
contraband merely upon destination to 
a belligerent country, while articles 
conditionally contraband may be shipped 
directly to a belligerent country unless 
it be affirmatively shown that they 
were destined for a hostile use. This 
distinction has been clearly maintained 
both by -the United States and by 
Great Britain. It was laid down in 
the British Manual of Prize Law, and 
was definitely set forth by Lord Salis- 
bury during the Boer’ War, when, in a 
communication to the United States, he 
said: 

“Foodstuffs, with a hostile destina- 
tion, can be considered contraband of 
war only when they are supplies for 
the enemy’s forces. It is not sufficient 
that they are capable of being so used; 
it must be shown that this was, in 
fact, their destination at the time of 
the seizure.“ 


Position of United States Clear. 

“The position of the United States 
had been clear and unequivocal for 
more than 100 years and had sought 
to exclude altogether from the cate- 
gory of contraband both raw mate- 
rials and foodstuffs.” He explained 
the position of this country at the 
second Hague conference in 1907, in 
behalf of a general international 
agreement as to contraband, and the 
defeat of the proposition. following 
the lead of Great Britain’s delegates 
headed by Lord Reavy. 

According to this proposition Den- 
ditional contraband” was to con- 
sist of provisions, materials and 
articles which are employed for a 
double purpose, in peace and in war, 
but which, by reason of their char- 
acter, quality and quantity are suit- 
able and necessary for military pur- 
posés, and which are.destined for the 
use of armed forces or for the mili- 
tary establishments of the enemy.” 

Moore said Lord Reay’ had been 
more prophetic than he knew when 
he pointed to the futility of attempt- 
ing to prevent’ belligerents from ob- 
taining the munitions they needed, 
and the difficulty in reaching an 
agreement as to contraband, “by rea- 
son of the increase in the tonnage of 
ships, the carrying of mixed cargoes, 
the lack of any single destination of 
ship or cargo, the multiplication of 
the number of articles used in war, 
and the development of railwaxs and 
other means of transportation by 
land.“ 

Suggests a Solution. 
in my opinion,” 
he continued, “be sought if not in 
the abolition of the principle of con- 
traband, at any rate in the adoption 
of a plan embracing, first, the aboli- 
tion of ‘conditional contraband,’ and, 
second, a single list having been agreed 
upon, in the co-operation of neutrals and 
belligerent in the certifications of the 
contents of cargoes, so that the risk 
of captur- may be. openly borne by 
those who may voluntarily assume 
it, and harassing ‘searches’ and de- 
tentions no more be heard of. 

Danger of Drifting Mines. 

In addition to the woes arising from 
developments of the contraband ques- 
tion, neutral commerce has had to mect 
in recent years a new obstacle potential- 
ly more deadly than any ever previousiy 
devised. The discharge of projectiles 
and explosives from aircraft, which ex- 
poses men, women and children, and the 


strong and helpless alike, to indiscrim- 


inate peril of death and of mutilation, 
may be regarded as the counterpart on 
land of the use of floating mines at 
sea. Nearly or quite a year after the 
Russo-Japanese War, a peaceful mer- 
chantman was blown up at sea by con- 
tact with a drifting mine. 

We may safely affirm that the em- 
ployment of contact mines in the open 
sea is forbidden by international law. 
The seas, outside territorial waters, are 
the common highway of nations, and 
none of them has the right to render 
the use of that highway insecure. 

Few days pass in which one does not 
read a report of the blowing up of a 
merchant or fishing vessel by contact 
with a mine. As a method of warfare 
this must be regarded not only as an 
atrocity which no nation is at Mberty 
to perpetrate, but also as a direct viola- 
tion of a clear international right which 


Governments are justified in abserting| 


on all occasions. 

“Wholly apart from the danger to life, 
it places the neutral merchant in a worse 
position than he ever occupied before. 
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seized he knew to whom to look for 
redress. If vessel and cargo are sunk 
by a mine, proof of its identity being 
impossible, his case is hopeless unless 
he carries adequate insurance; and in 
this event the insurer is placed In a like 
situation of helplessness. 
Cites Civil War Case. 

“As the result of the destruction of 
the American merchant marine during 
the Civil War in the United States 
many of the companies which had pre- 
viously carried on the business of ma- 
rine insurance were ruined, and with a 
few important exceptions, the business 
has since been largely controlled by 
foreign capital. The practical experi- 
ence of the present war has shown the 
importance of expanding in the United 
States the business of marine insur- 
ance, so that the country muy in case 
of wars in which it is neutral no long- 
er be dependent upon the resources and 
aid of foreign companies. 

“The insurance granted by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States during 
the present war, although it has been 
of value, has been of very limited 
scope, because it has been confined to 
vessels under the American flag and to 
cargoes on such vessels, ahd even in 
respect of such cargoes the restrictions 
have been such as to make it often 
unavailable; a fact merely illustrative 
of the embarrassments which attend 
the Government in attempting to deal 
on its own financial account with ques- 
tions of neutrality in the transaction 
of business, a neutral Government, 
being always obliged to bear in mind 
that it is itself forbidden to perform 
any act that savors of unneutrality.”’ 

Expansion Has Just Begun. 

Moore, speaking of the phrase that 
“commerce is war,” said this view 
obviously is one-sided. “While com- 
merce undoubtedly involves competi- 
tion, it is in its essence an exchange 
of benefits,” he said. “Conducted upon 
lines of monopoly, as in the days of 
the old colonial system, commerce 
does indeed assume the aspect of war- 
fare; but the experience of the world 
has shown that the old colonial sys- 
tem, instead of promoting it, fet- 
tered it. 

“What Americans desire, and what 
they are entitled to, is opportunity— 
equality of opportunity. If they de- 
mand more than this, they ask for 
mare than they need. Their commer- 
cial expansion, great as it has been, 


has just begun. The future is theirs.” |

Since the ‘Post-Dispatch, years ago, 
printed the first comic section, and the 
first magazine section in colors, west 
of the Mississippi, no mnovation has 
been made which is of such importance 
and, interest to newspaper readers as 
the introduction of: rotogravure illustra- 
tions. The four-page rotogravure sec- 
tion is to be a permanent feature of 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Portraits Not Copied. 
Those who have seen. the sample 


sheets in the windows of the Post-Dis- 
patch office, containing war and cur- 
rent news pictures in rotogravure, know 
its superiority over the old half-tone 
process, hitherto used for reproducing 
photographs. Those who get Sunday’s 
paper will see a much finer example of 
the marvels of the new method, in the 
portraits of St. Louls society young 
women which will appear on its first 
page. These portraits, the work of the 
most skilled photographers, are not 
copied, as in the old method, but are 
duplicated, with all the delicate shad- 
ing of features, and all the fleecy, 
filmy effect of lace and fine dress fab- 
rics that appear in the photographs. 

Rotogravure is etching, or the intag- 
lio process, adapted to the printing, on 
rotary presses, of the large editions re- 
quired for the modern newspaper. In 
mechanical method, as well as in ar- 
tistic effect, it is radically different 
from the half-tone method. The half- 
tone plate is a group of raised dots, 
projecting from the cylinder of the 
press and making an impression in 
practically the same manner ag or- 
dinary type. But the rotogravure plate 
is not a series of elevations, but a 
series of depressions, in a copper cyl- 
inder. These depressions are filled with 
a fine, specially prepared ink, and tho 
impression is made on the paper by a 
process of suction, in which rubber 
rollers figure. 

Rotogravure, the climax of modern II- 
lustrative art, was developed and per- 
fected in Germany. Cotton printing and 
wall paper figures have, for almost a 
century past, been made by what is, 
substantially, the same method, but it 
was only 15 years ago that Dr. Mertens, 
in Freiburg, Germany, began to print 
cards of one color by a method of de- 
pression, instead of impression. He did 
this on a hand press. A few years 
ago, Dr. Rudolph Mosse, owner, of the 
Berliner Tageblatt, made the first prac- 
tical use of a rotary, or web device, 
for newspaper illustration by roto- 
gravure. Thirty-five periodicals in Eu- 
rope, including journals in Paris, Lon- 


don, Moscow and Madrid. now make 


regular use of the rotogravure process. 
The Berliner Tageblatt issues two ro- 
togravure sections a week, and the 
Hamburger Fremdenblatt prints, or 
printed until recently, a daily 4-page 
supplement in rotogravure. 


Introduced in America, Year Age. 

The first use of the process in the 
United States was made about a year 
ago, and newspapers in New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia and Cleveland have 
greatly increased the circulation of thei: 
Sunday editions by beautiful rotogra- 
vure séctions, similar to the one which 
will hereafter be a part of the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch. 

The rotogravure press is made in Ger- 
many, and hitherto the only place of 
manufacture has been the city of Muel- 
hausen, in Alsace, which was taken and 
retaken in the first months of the war. 
A plant for the manufacture of these 
presses has been equipped in Wurzburg, 
Bavaria. The ink, which at first was 
Jolely a German product, is now made 
also in the United States. The processes 
of etching and printing are intricate, but 
the most fascinating feature of the work 
to the general observer is furnished by 
the movements of the keen, thin knifo 
which moves over the surface of the 
etched plate after the ink is applied, 
acraping the copper surface clean, and 
leaving the ink only in the depressions, 
whence it.is sucked out, by the pressure ;

AMERICAN SAILORS DETAINED

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—American 
sailors of the crew of the steamer Green 
Brier, whose seizure by the British fleet 
is now the subject of diplomatic nego- 
tiation, have been released from deten- 
tion by German authorities at Bremen.

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Tue issue of veracity raised by 8 Com- 
missioner Revelle with State Treasurer Deal on 
the latter’s report concerning the increased ex- 
Denses of the Insurance Commissioner's office 
makes an investigation imperative. The personal 
motives which Mr. Revelle hints are back of the 
report may be very interesting from a political 
__.|Standpoint, but we agree with him that the facts 
are more important. 

The facts cannot be ignored by the Legislature. 
State Treasurer Deal charges excessive expenses 
in four important departments. He says the ex- 
penses in the Insurance Commissioner’s office 
during the last two years increased $13,795.61, 
‘while his receipts increased only $1157.26. In 
short, it took $13 of expense increase to get $1 
in increased receipts. 

In the office of the State Department Mr. Deal 
charges a decrease in receipts of $61,015.88, with 
increased cost of $6270.55. 

In the office of State Auditor Gordon, he states 
that an increase of receipts amounting to 
$9417.75 is offset by an increase of operating ex- 
penses amounting to $21,720.50. 

In the State Penitentiary the report shows that 
during the first two years of McClung’s man- 
agement the expenses were $69,000 more than they 
were during the last biennial period under his 
predecessor. Among the heaviest expenses were a 
$15,000 increase in official salaries and nearly 
$6000 in expenses for repairing and furnishing 
the Warden’s residence. 

An increase in expenses amounting to $9310.76 
is found in the Attorney-General’s office, but it is 
offset by a quarter of a million paid in fines from 
suits instituted by former Attorney-General 
Hadley. 

The expenses of Mr. Deal’s own office increased 
over $5000, but he shows a large increase in the 
general revenue through the system of competitive 
bidding for State funds. 

This showing of great increases in expense 
comes on the heels of exposures of nepotism and 
extravagance in several State offices. The State 
Penitentiary needs investigation independently of 
this exhibit of greatly increased cost, on account of 
the light thrown on practices there which aroused 
the indignation of the people of the State. The 
Legislature should tufn the light fully on the pen- 
itentiary management. 

The Democratic State Legislature cannot over- 
look charges of extravagance in the State admin- 
istration. The charges do not come from the 
political opposition, but are made by a Democratic 
State official against Democratic State officials. 
Heretofore it has been the boast of the Democratic 
party that it has economically administered the 
State’s busihess. What answer will the party 
make if its representatives overlook these charges 
of extravagance? The party must clean its own

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FORMING A CONVENTION TRUST. 
Twenty-eight convention bureau managers from 
as many big American cities have just closed a 
session in St. Louis. 

They worked out a plan to prevent convention 
promoters and managers from extorting big bon- 
uses from cities for the pleasure of their com- 
pany. 

They plan also to cut out a lot of costly compe- 
tition between their cities for the larger conven- 
tions; the idea is to pass these around in rotation 
to the different parts of the country, or at any 
rate to quit the present plan under which 20 or 
more cities spend money trying to capture a big 
convention that can go only to one. 

This being an agreement in restraint of trade, 
and to abolish competition, we suppose the con- 
vention bureau managers are liable to prosecution 
under the Federal anti-trust laws—but we fancy 
nobody will invoke the law against them for their 
praiseworthy attempt to introduce common sense 
and economy into the convention field and to 
chase the grafters out of it. 
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WHERE ARE ST LOUIS’ JITNEYS? 
Watching the amazing development of jitney 
car service in Southern and Western cities, one 
wonders why enterprising St. Louisans, owning 
idle cars, have not introduced it here. 
with street cars badly overcrowded, and with large 
populations at the city’s edge walking half a mile 
t> a mile to reach a car tine, St. Louis has work 
for the jitneys. 

Houston, with 140 jitneys in use, carrying pas- 
sengers from half a mile to four miles for 5 cents, 
reports the street railway company has dropped 
its plan to spend $1,000,000 for car line extensions 
this year. 

San Antonio, Fort Worth and El Paso have big 
jitney fleets in action, and, as in Houston, the 
traction companies are shortening sail. 

Los Angeles, Oakland and san Francisco papers

Perhaps the jitney is only a stopgap for hard 
times, and not really economic. Time will tell. 
Two things the jitneys have done: they have made 
it possible for anybody with a nickel to ride in 
an automobile, and they have “restored competi- 
tion” with a vengeance, in a field long closed 
against its quickening influence. 

PERMANANCE IN EMPLOYMENT. 

A vulnerable point in the employing system that 
remains after years of effort for the improvement 
of the wageworkers’ condition is described in the 
fcllowing by James Couzins of the Ford Automo- 
bile Co.: 

“Business men naturally make provision for 
rent, taxes. telephone service, power, etc., for 
12 months in each year. 

“The human element in industry is as im- 
portant as any of these. A human. being 
means as much to a company as its telephone 


or the rent. 
“And yet some business men who would not 


dream of neglecting the rent and making 

preparation for meeting it think they are 

within their rights in laying off or discharg- 
ing their workers any time.” 

“Would you compel business men, Mr, Couz- 
ins to employ their help 12 months in the 
year?” 

“Either that—or support them.” 

But this neglect is not confined to private em- 
ployers. Cities engage their high-salaried work- 
ers by the month, by the year, by the term of 
years. But the laborers, the street sweeper, others 
at a small wage who can least afford any loss of 
time, are engaged by the day. 

Employes themselves seem to have been as un- 
mindful as employers of the importance of the 
steady job to the worker. Organized labor has 
struggled for sanitary employment conditions, for 
higher wages, for shorter hours, for safeguards 
against discharge for frivolous reasons. It has 
won many brilliant victories. But when has it 
struggled for permanency of employment? 

In making up his business budget, the employer 
reckons all other fixed charges by the year. The 
item of labor is only tentative, subject to instant 
reductions enabling economies to be made at the 
expense of the workers instead of at the expense 
ef others better situated for bearing the expense. 

Greater permanence of occupation is highly im- 
portant even in times of abundant work and 
urgent demand for help. We see everywhere that 
accidents, sickness, unfavorable conditions due 
to weather or other reasons inflict losses amount- 
ing to a considerable percentage of the yearly pay. 
The special industrial committees of the Missouri 
LegisIhture found that less than 25 per cent of 
women employes work full time. But the sub- 


ject becomes of vital importance in periods of de- 


may be put on short time or deprived of employ- 
ment entirely. A minimum in the time during 
which employment is guaranteed may be as val- 
uable as a minimum wage.

Leading Shares Show Fairly 
Wide Gains; Trade Reports 
Are Brighter. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 21.—The Evening 
Post, in its copy righted financial review 
today, says 

Another advance on the Stock Ex- 
change in the early hours today car- 
ried many active shares % to 1% point 
above yesterday, and the values reached 
at the day’s high prices for such stocks 
as St. Paul, Reading, Union Pacific, 
Steel and Northern Pacific, were 6 to 
10 points above the low level of the 
present month, touched not quite three 
weeks ago. 

“The proportion of buying by profes- 
sional speculators was undoubtedly 


larger today, and there were numerous 


indications of realizing sales. This, on 
au active market—total sales were the 
second largest of any day since the 
Stock Exchange reopened—led to some 
irregularity towards the last, but the 
closing Was strong again. 

Wheat Market Strong. 

“Outside of the financial field there 
was not much news today of speciai 
interest. The spectacular event was the 
renewed advance in wheat, which car- 
tied the price to $145% per bushel— 
exactly M cent above last Friday’s high- 
est, which was the season’s maximum 
until today. The market declined again, 
after reaching that high level, and in 
fact the early advance had more of 
the signs of a speculative movemen: 
then of a rise based on urgent. pur- 
chases for consumption. 

“Export purchases apparently slack- 
ened on the advance today, but on the 
other hand, the farm community was 
slow about selling. The cotton market 
also advanced today; it sold today near- 
ly 2 cents a pound, or $10 per bale, above 
the early autumn price. 

No doubt, one stimulus to the mar- 
ket’s strength today—outside of the rath- 
er striking recent incidents in the fleld of 
finance and commerce generally—came 
through the various indications of im- 
proving damestic trade. These indica- 
tions reflected only gradual and delib- 
erate improvement, but 
that the tendency towards growing con- 
fidence in business is distinctly in evi- 
dence. 

As usual at such times, the blowing- 
in of new furnaces in the steel and iron 
trade is the outstanding sign of the

It is not to be ig- 
nored that a similar divergence of judg- 
ment exists, even among the hopeful, 
as to the course of the stock market 
itself: and the reasons for the differ- 
ence in conclusions are much the same, 
in the one case as in the other. 

Bank of Engiand Gains Gold. 


“During the past week the Bank of 
England has gained $2,800,000 gold. 
It still holds less by $13, 006, 000 than 
the maximum reached on Nov. 19, but 
$140,000,000 more than in this week 
of 1913. 

“The week’s large gain in reserve 
was offset by an unusual increase of 
deposit llabilities, apparently in prep- 
aration for payment today of a 10 per 
cent installment on the British war 
loan Subscriptions, amounting to 
$175,000, 000.
